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To the Citizens of the Town of Hooksett: 


We, your selectmen, believe that every effort should 
be made to enlighten you, the Townspeople, in an easily 
understandable manner, about the conduct of a busi- 
ness which is essentially your own. In past years your 
report has dealt with page after page of figures, many 
repeated several times. After much study, we decided 
a written report, such as this, would give you, the tax 
payers, more knowledge about the spending of your tax 
dollar and also bring about a closer relationship in town 
affairs. As this is the first time such a task has been 
undertaken, we would like the citizens to be fair and 
consider this report as information about our Town 
and not a try at something new. 

Every citizen of Hooksett should realize that they 
are no longer living in a small town. With each passing 
year our population increases and this brings us new 
problems to solve. Rural areas are requesting many of 
the services that for years have been furnished only 
in heavily populated areas. Our increase in population 
also necessitates expansion on the part of every Town 
department. Our road system, like many in the state, 
needs more maintenance now because of the increased 
travel. The cost of road repairs, like the cost of every- 
thing else, has increased greatly over the last ten years. 


Last Town Meeting the citizens of Hooksett voted to 
appoint a committee of five men to make a study of all 
Town roads, in conjunction with the Selectmen and 
Road Agent, and present at this coming Town Meeting 
a long range road improvement program. We are happy 
to report that this committee, Rutger Broek, John 
Liddle, D. Everett Allen, Gerard Lambert and Lorenzo 
Perry, has spent tiring hours examining our roads and 
preparing their report to the people. These men have 
really helped Hooksett plan for the future. Please give 
their report careful study. 


The citizens also voted at last Town Meeting to estab- 
lish a Town Planning Board. These members: Roland 
Levesque, Wilfred Ladriere, Arthur Donati, Tom 
Craven, Ralph French and Car! Parks, have also 
worked hard the last year and their report and recom- 
mendations should be carefully studied if we are to 
plan for our town’s future. 
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During the year all of the work for which appropria- 
tions were made at the last Town Meeting, has been 
accomplished. The largest project was the building of 
the South Hooksett Fire Station. At this time we wish 
to thank, for the Town of Hooksett, the many business 
firms who donated materials and especially the fine 
group of firemen and their friends who gave their 
labor, free of charge, so this building could be erected. 
We urge everyone in Town to visit this new town build- 
ing, which was built in ten weeks at a saving of 
$7,000.00 to our ‘Town. These men are truly good citi- 
zens ; let’s help them in all of their future projects. 

The much needed water hole on Hackett Hill was 
started and completed during the year. In order to 
build this water hole, a new culvert (two 24” cement 
pipes thirty-two feet long) had to be laid. This water 
hole, made of cement blocks and enclosed in a barbed 
wire fence, has a capacity of nine (9,000) thousand 
gallons of water. 


George A. Cook, our Road Agent, has continued in 
his work with excellent results. State Aid. was used 
to resurface Smyth Road and also used to dig up and 
rebuild Smith Avenue in Lincoln Park. Most of our 
existing tar roads were given a coat of Tarvia this 
year and our few remaining gravel roads were scraped 
with our Town grader. Snow removal is still one of our 
costliest operations. As of now, the Town has 33.4 miles 
of roads to plow, salt and maintain. In order to plow 
this amount of road our trucks and grader have to 
travel a total of 86.6 miles. At present we have four 
pieces of equipment doing our plowing. The town grader 
plows all of the roads on Hackett Hill; the town truck 
all the roads in the Village; Louis Dlugosz, a hired 
truck, plows Martin’s Ferry and Lincoln Park; Bernard 
Zapora, a hired truck, plows Misery Hill, Smyth Road, 
Auburn Road, Farmer Road and the Chester Turnpike. 
An average snow fall costs the Town between $500. and 
$750. to plow and salt. Not included in these figures is 
the cost of snow fence. This year we put up 10,850 feet 
of snow fence which is valued at $3,346. 

During 1952 we were forced to close the dump on 
Candia Road. Mr. Lefebvre offered the Town three 
acres of land, for one dollar, located in Hooksett Village, 
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to be used solely for dumping purposes. We, your 
Selectmen, accepted his offer; and using this year as 
an average this land should take care of our dumping 
problems for the next ten years. 


If, at any time, you desire to see your Selectmen, 
you may do so at either of two meetings held every 
month. These meetings; first Monday of the month at 
the Town Hall, 7 P. M. to 9 P. M.; the third Monday of 
the month at Lincoln Park School, 7 P. M. to 9 P.M.; 
are open to the public and we invite you to attend at 
any time. 

In closing may we again remind you that Hooksett 
is no longer a small Town and if we are to plan for its 
future we must start right now. A good way for every- 
one to start is to attend your Town Meeting, and hear 
the reports of your Town Officers, committees, and vote 
for or against the various articles in the Town War- 
rant. It is not only your right but your duty to vote 
on Town Meeting day. Please attend.

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YOUR TOWN 


Let’s look at our Town over the period of the last 
eleven years from 1941 through 1952. In the year of 
1941 there were approximately 533 home owners; this 
category includes the home owner with only a house 
and house lot, the ones who owned a home and one or 
more wood lots, and the farmer. Then we had approxi- 
mately 188 who owned only wood lots or land with- 
out buildings. 

In that year there were approximately 31 places of 
business, either operated by the owner or where the 
owner employed one or more persons. The total valua- 
tion of our town at that time was $1,228,535.00 which 
included all standing wood and timber. Our Veterans 
exemption for that year was $47,300. and our total 
budget $71,222.73. 

Now let us look at the year of 1952. We had approxi- 
mately 764 in the first category, 168 in the second 
and 55 in the third; while the valuation increased to 
$2,539,512. which does not include the value of stand- 
ing wood and timber, as that was removed from the 
books with the enactment of the Timber Tax Law. The 
Veterans exemption increased to $228,825 and our total 
budget to $146,350.87. 

The question has been asked of us many times, “Why 
doesn’t our tax rate go down?” With all of the new 
building in town, even though the valuation has a 
little more than doubled, don’t forget that our budget 
has done exactly the same thing, and our Veterans ex- 
emption has increased nearly five times what it was 
ine toss 

To be frank there is only one answer to a lower tax 
rate and that is a higher valuation. At the present time 
we are one of fifteen towns with a low valuation in the 
State; in fact we are 50.6 under the state standard. Any 
change in this situation should be by choice of the 
voters. 

It seems to us that this town has the opportunity 
to continue its growth and as it does we must expect 
more and new problems to be met and answered. This 
can be done with the cooperation of every voter who 
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comes to Town Meeting and votes for whatever is best 
for the Town as a whole and not for a section, as we 
are fast getting away from a town of sections. 

So let’s all of us work to make this not only a GOOD 
town in which to live but the BEST town in which to 
live.

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars, to the Merrimack Valley Region Association 
for the purpose of publicizing and promoting the 
natural resources of the Town in cooperation with the 
other thirty-seven (37) communities in this Region, 
or act in relation thereto.

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REPORT OF ROAD PLANNING BOARD 


On March 11, 1952 at Town Meeting, the Town 
passed Article 33 which called for a Road Planning 
Board which would consist of five men, appointed by 
the Selectmen, to work in conjunction with the Select- 
men and the Road Agent. 

On April 5th the Selectmen appointed Rutger Broek, 
John Riddle, D. Everett Allen, Gerard Lambert and 
Lorenzo Perry; which gave us a man from each section 
of the Town. 

On May 26th the Board, with the Selectmen and the 
Road Agent, held its first meeting and made a tour of 
the town and after the meeting the Planning Board 
gave the Selectmen the following recommendations: 


Hooksett Village 

Cross Street in village—put in drain and asphalt the 
same. 

Hunt’s Hill—wall on Granite Street—get bids from 

contractors and rebuild wall. 

Cut down shoulders on Mill Street, to drain water 
from tar surface. 

Put in pipe for drainage on Highland Street (Pipes 
have been there for about & years) to keep the hill from 
washing down during stormy weather. 

Recommend town accept new street by the Village 
School and improve street as homes are built. 


Hackett Hill 

Widen out Sand Hill on Hackett Hill road for two 
lanes. Road is gradually narrowing down to a one car 
lane. Two cars cannot pass on this hill. Also it is a 
school bus route, and it is very dangerous for the school 
bus driver. 

Recommend water hole on Hackett Hill for fire pro- 
tection. Consider road widening later. Money already 
appropriated for water hole. About 12 homes in that 
neighborhood need fire protection. Estimated selling 
value of homes and timber in that vicinity about 
$100,000.00. Water hole absolutely necessary. 


Put in culvert on Jim Hewey road near the Talbot 
residence, 
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Rough conditions on Hackett Hill road in vicinity of 
Murray and Demers homesteads. Boulders coming up 
through road. Should be rectified. 


Martin’s Corner Section 
-iver Road, near city line—blast out ledge by Camp- 
bell’s house to make gutter to keep water from drain- 
ing down center of road. Resurface road for about 200 
yards on Hill section. 

Widen bridge on corner by Everett Allen’s house to 
help eliminate sharp curve. Put in caution sign “BAD 
CURVE. 2 

Finish Benton Road. 

Put circle at end of Farmer road. It is estimated that 
a few loads of gravel will do it. 

The rest of Martin’s Ferry Road—grade and put in 
gutters to keep water from running on tar surface, es- 
pecially on the grade by the Enright section and down 
in the Johnson and Burbank sections. 

Repair and surface Smith Avenue. (A MUST). 

Accept street off S. Elmer Avenue and develop same 
as homes are built. 


Repair and resurface Arah and Bartlett: streets. 


Smith Road Section 

Recommend Selectmen get together with Sansoucie 
on corner of Turnpike and Smith Road to correct bad 
hazard created by Sansoucie when he built his cabins 
and graded his land. 

Prescott Hill road from old Neal school going toward 
Beacon Light. If money is set aside for any work on 
this road, it 1s recommended that work be started at 
the end of tar road, which is Morrill road, and continue 
southerly toward Smith road. 

Jacob Avenue to be fulfilled. 


The Planning Board recommends that all present 
tarred roads be resurfaced with asphalt or tar as soon 
as possible so that we do not lose the money already 
spent on those roads. Some of them are in very bad 
condition at this time. 


Hooksett 
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The Planning Board would also like to see more 
rigid supervision of the Road Division. 

We also wish another meeting with the Board of 
Selectmen for planning on the long range program, at 
their earliest convenience. 


These recommendations were carried out as far as 
the appropriations would allow. 


On January 11, 1953 this Board, the Selectmen and 
Road Agent held another meeting to discuss the articles 
which were recommended on May 26th and found that 
all were carried out, with the exception of the Granite 
street wall; the Sand Hill road at Hackett Hill and the 
Misery Hill road, sometimes called the Prescott 
Heights, from the Beacon Light to Smith road. It was 
recommended by the Board that the Town appropriate 
$950.00 for the Granite street wall; $500.00 for the 
Sand Hill road at Hackett Hill; and the sum of 
$5,000.00 be raised, amortized over a period of five 
years, for the Misery Hill road. This was suggested be- 
cause we are spending between $800. and $900. each 
year on this road, and can continue to do so for years 
unless we make a good road there; not only that, but 
there are some good building lots which are available 
and would be sold if there was a good road there. 

Regarding Farmer road, it is suggested that if the 
mail route goes through there, T. R. A. funds would be 
applied to the first section. 

Then the Board recommends that T. R. A. funds be 
used on Benton’s road and the bad curve on the River 
Road at Allen’s farm. 

These are the recommendations of this Board in co- 
operation with the Selectmen and the Road Agent, on 


which you people will have to pass judgment at the 
Town Meeting.

It will be noted that the estimated expenditures for 
1953 are somewhat higher than in 1952 and that the 
Budget shows a deficit of $5,000.00. This is a temporary 
condition, applicable in 1953 only, resulting from the 
remaining outstanding debts of the Precinct still due 
on the installation of the new system and the desir- 
ability of refinancing the purchase of the Arel System. 
It is the intention of the Board to borrow the sum of 
$5,000.00 to handle this deficit rather than to attempt 
to raise more money by taxation and accordingly this 
proposition will be submitted to the Precinct voters at 
the March meeting. 

Analysis of costs of operation indicate that revenue 
derived from Water rents and Precinct tax maintained 
at the present level, without further increases, will be 
ample for normal operation of the system, including 
amortization of the Precinct’s bonded indebtedness and 
the $5,000.00 loan contemplated.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School district of Hooksett, 
N. H., qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the 7th day of March, 1953, at 2:30 
o’clock in the afternoon to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. ‘To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the 
salaries of school district officials and agents, and for 
the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appropria- 
tion of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state foundation aid fund together with other in- 
come; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appro- 
priation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 


9. To see if the District will authorize the purchase 
of two (2) school busses and for such purpose to appro- 
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priate a sum not exceeding $9,500.00, such sum to be 
raised through the issuance of serial bonds under and 
in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 72, Re- 
vised Laws, as amended, and to authorize the School 
Board to determine the time and place of payment, and 
rate of interest on said bonds and to do whatever is 
necessary to the issuance thereof. 


10. To see if the District will authorize the con- 
struction and equipping of an addition to the Village 
School, so called, and the purchase of any land which 
may be necessary to locate such building and for 
these purposes to appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$150,000.00, such sum to be raised through the issuance 
of serial bonds under and in compliance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 72, Revised Laws, as amended, and 
to authorize the School Board to determine the time 
and place of payment and rate of interest on said bonds 
and to do whatever may be necessary to the issuance 
thereof. 


11. To see if the District will authorize the con- 
struction and equipping of an addition to the Village 
School, so called, and for this purpose to appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $30,000.00, such sum to be raised 
through the issuance of serial bonds under and in com- 
pliance with the provisions of Chapter 72, Revised 
Laws, as amended, and to authorize the School Board 
to determine the time and place of payment and rate 
of interest on said bonds, and to do whatever may be 
necessary to the issuance thereof. 


12. To see if the District will authorize the con- 
struction and equipping of an addition to the Martin’s 
Corner School, so called, consisting of one room and a 
kitchen, and for these purposes to appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $9,000.00, such sum to be raised through 
the issuance of serial bonds under and in compliance 
with the Provisions of Chapter 72, Revised Laws, as 
amended, and to authorize the School Board to deter- 
mine the time and place of payment and rate of interest 
on said bonds, and to do whatever may be necessary to 
the issuance thereof. 
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13. To see if the District will authorize the con- 
struction and equipping of an addition to the Lincoln 
Park School, so called, consisting of six rooms and an 
auditorium, and for these purposes to appropriate a 
sum not exceeding $100,000.00, such sum to be raised 
through the issuance of serial bonds under and in com- 
pliance with the provisions of Chapter 72, Revised 
Laws, as amended, and to authorize the School Board 
to determine the time and place of payment and rate 
of interest on said bonds, and to do whatever is neces- 
sary to the issuance thereof. 


14. Toseeif the District will authorize the purchase 
of any land which may be necessary for the location 
of any new school building, or for the location of any 
additions which may be made to existing school build- 
ings, or for the increase in playground facilities of any 
existing school buildings, and for these purposes ta 
appropriate a sum not exceeding $5,000.00, such fund 
to be raised through the issuance of serial bonds under 
and in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 72, 
Revised Laws, as amended, and to authorize the School 
Board to determine the place and time of payment and 
rate of interest on said bonds and to do whatever is 
necessary to the issuance thereof. 


15. To see if the District will vote to instruct the 
School Board to advertise the construction of any new 
school building, or the construction of any additions 
which may be made to existing school buildings, or 
other capital improvements which may be made to ex- 
isting school facilities by calling for public bids on same 
when such construction, additions, or improvements 
shall involve an expenditure in excess of $200.00.

OF SCHOOLS OF HOOKSETT

To the School Board of Hooksett: 

It is a privilege to submit my sixth annual report of 
the schools of Hooksett. May I take this opportunity 
to thank you for your understanding and honesty in 
conducting the affairs and problems of the district.

Enrollments 

Probably the most important problem to be solved 
for the 1953-54 school year is whether the district is 
going to build a new school house, add to one or more 
of those already built, or renovate some other building 
in the town as a stop-gap until a building project is 
promoted. 

For the past year the School Board and a Committee 
of interested citizens from the town have been meet- 
ing at various intervals to study, discuss, and plan what 
should be done to meet the increased population of the 
schools of Hooksett on a long term basis. Not only have 
the members of the Committee met with the School 
Board and other citizens of the town, but the School 
Board itself at its regular meetings have discussed and 
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planned tentatively this pertinent situation. In fact, the 
members of the School Board were the ones, for the 
first time, to take the school census making available 
the latest figures with reference to school enrollments 
today as well as six years in the future. These figures 
are Shown as follows:

Of the above figures, the Board determined from the 
census the probable intention of the parents as to what 
school — public or private — each child should attend. 
The following chart shows this data.

The members of the School Board went even further 
than compiling the totals of all three schools. The 
number in each school at the present time was tabu- 
lated and the probable number in the next six years as 
shown on the census report. 

In computing the number of rooms as compared with 
the number of teachers and children, it was found that

from a long range point of view, from two to eight 
rooms will be needed somewhere in the district for 
adequate space for the boys and girls within the next 
one to four years. 


If you care you might compare the number of chil- 
dren in the schools in 1951-52 — 3803, with those of 
this year up to and including December 19, 1952 — 
390, and you will agree that without any imagination 
whatsoever the census as taken September 1, 1952 is 
already behind in the actual as well as the estimated 
count of the children in the town. In fact, directly after 
the school census was taken and tabulated and reported, 
an actual count was made in the south end of the town 
and it was found that 16 more houses were being oc- 
cupied or built for the increase of more families. 


Tuition 

With the increase in the school population in our 
elementary schools in town we are to have an increase 
in the school population in the number of children who 
attend high school in Manchester, Concord, and Pem- 
broke Academy to refer to the largest ones and only 
to public schools. The following data shows in graphic 
form, as nearly as is possible to estimate, the number 
of children in Hooksett who will attend secondary 
schools in September, 1953:

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Transportation 

Another item which must be solved for another year 
is the problem of transportation. 

Members of the School Board as individuals as well 
as collectively have made considerable study on this 
problem of transportation. We have, at the present 
time, one bus which covers two bus routes and trans- 
ports approximately 80 to 85 children. In studying the 
Situation it was found that with the increase of en- 
rollments and the increase in the number of families 
living in various parts of the town, another bus is 
absolutely necessary. Let it be said right here that 
there have been many parents who live on main high- 
ways as well as byways and who have studied this 
matter and discussed the situation with the Board. 
There are nine pupils living in the vicinity of Rose 
Corner on the Candia Road who will be unable to attend 
the Candia School next year without doubt because of 
the crowded conditions there. This is also true at the 
Severence School in Auburn. 


There are many problems of travel that must be 
solved before school opens in September 1953 and the 
members of your school board realized exactly what 
you are facing and are looking to a solution in the form 
of more transportation with more buses. 


General 

There were two very important steps taken this year 
which, in my opinion, were in the right direction. 

1. Connecting the Village School with the town 
water system. This is a milestone not only in the town 
village section but in school plant growth and develop- 
ment especially in view of the probable increase in the 
size of the building. 

2. The increase in the amount of insurance on all 
the buildings as well as the personnel of each building. 
This, in my estimation, was the most important step 
of the entire year in view of the future of education 
and building construction in the town. 

Along with the two above improvements, the Board 
spent considerable time and money very wisely in the 
repairing and redecorating all three of the buildings 
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and especially at Lincoln Park and the Village School 
Building. These buildings have been kept in repair and 
brought up to date where necessary every year that the 
money has been available. It is worthy of note to say 
that the Board has realized this situation and has al- 
ways acted accordingly.
